Expianation of the FRONTISPIECE. 


XXL E are now entering tipon the Forty-fixth Volume of 
wre the Universa, Macazine, and @o acknow- 
Ww ledge ourfelves intirely obliged to our Readers and 
x r Correfpondents, for the Kncouragement and Helps 

FRR they have given us during the Courfe of the laft 
Year. For along Time back, we have had great Reafon te 
fhew our Senfe of Gratitude to them, but fcarce ever befor¢ 
greater than at prefent: For, notwithftanding the Number of 
Competitors the laft Year has produced, we have been diftin- 
guifhed by a more favourable Acceptance of our Endeavours 
and, though the prefent Year rather portends an Augmenta- 
tion than Diminution, fome new ones having already made 
their Appearances yet, far from being alarnied at the formi- 
dable Apparatus they boaft of, we intend to proceed with Ala- 
crity, relying on the fame candid Approbation which has hi- 
therto fupported us. 

The original Defign of Magazines, together with fecording 
the Occurrences of the Month, was to improve the Mind by 
ufeful and agreeable Refearches and curious Points of Know- 
ledge: But feveral cannot help taking Notice, and we ourfelves 
obferve with Pain, that fome Magazines of late Inftirution de- 
viate from that Plan, affuming a Latitude of defcanting on the 
intriguing Spirit and private Follies and Vices of our Peopi¢ 
in high Stations. This Mode of difleminating Scandal may 
well be called unwarrantable, being very improperly calculated 
to difcredit Vice, and rather feeming o propofe it, as fafhion- 
able and in Vogue, to the Example of the inferior Sort § who 
too prone, indeed, to imitate their Superiors, fliould have no- 
thing placed before them as Patterns to copy after, but the 
Lives and Actions of the truly Geod and Great. 

In another Refpect it might feem, from the Feuds arid Ani- 
thofities; whereby Minds have been agitated thefe few Years 
patt, that Politics is become a fit Object tor Magazines, Granted 
it might, if it did not efponfe the Views of Party of Faétion. 
But as Sciefice; Arts, and the Mufes delight in the Shade of 
Peace, teeking tranquil Contemplation, undefturbed by the Ty 

As multugtis 
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multuous Noife of Broils and Contention ; fo we, their Votaries, 
having nothing more at Heart than a compofed and fettled 
State of the Nation, think of abiding by our accuftomed Plan ; 
yet do fincerely wifh that Harmony may reign among all Par- 
ties, and Government once more coalefce in a perfeét Confift- 
ency, purfuant to thofe falutary Admonitions the Goodnefs of 
our Conftitution recommends and inculcates. 

We are very fenfible that it is not our Bufinefs to give. In- 
ftructions, much lefs to make Remonftrances ; and that thofe 
who imagine it their Duty fo to do, by often concerting wrong 
Meatures, take neceffarily a wrong Biafs: For Zeal itfelf, through 
the Imbecillity of human Views, is fubje€t to many falfe Steps, 
and, endeavouring to reform Abufes, may carry the Stroke too 
far: Yet known Corruptions fhould always feel the Weight of 
juft Severity ; and very hard Cenfures ought to be pafied on fe- 
veral Things, though they may have Example, Cuftom, and 
Authority to plead for them.—Well, but may not thefe Ex- 
ertions again{t Practices pernicious in their Tendency be pref- 
fed with too great Rigour, fo as to prove a Difcouragement to 
many from ever thinking to purfue the proper Methods for a 
Reformation ; and may not, in general, all Abufes, by being 
reprefented more flagrant than they are in Fatt, ferve, in the 
Point of being rectified, for fcarce more than a Condemnation 
of one Extreme by running into another. 

Wifdom, always influenced by Moderation and the public U- 
tility, ought to be the Teft all dubious Affairs, creative of 
inteftine Troubles, fhould be put to. This is partly exprefied 
by our Fronti/piece. 

In it the amiable Figure of Virtue advifes Man, who records 
her Inftruétions, that his Thoughts and Aétions fhould afpire 
rather to Wifdom and Immortality, figured by their ancient Sym- 
bol, Apollo, driving the Chariot of the Sun, than be confined 
to the tranfient Enjoyments of a Span of Time, pointed to in 
the Reprefentation of our natural Day, confifting of Morning, 
Noon, Evening, and Nizht. 

Hence all, in general, fhould be induced to indulge at Times 
a ferious Thought, and confider this emblematic Exhibition of 
Day, .as the Pifiure of Human Life, which being but fhort, all 
our Actions, as-rational Beings, fhould tend to make it con- 
formable to the Defgu of its great Author, which is, that, to 
be agreeable to him, it ought conftantly to be under the Di- 
rection and Regulation of Rec/on, that Ray of his Wifdom, 
which he has appointed to be our’ Guide. ——This we have 
endeavoured to illuftrate in the following Difcourf.
